E-MAIL FROM ANDREW THOMPSON, CLIFTON 
I am writing in response to George Fenemore’s column (which I enjoy reading every month). He has 
raised the issue of BSE and scrapie and the commensurate ‘Eurocracy’ that the farming community feels 
threatened by. As a molecular biologist I have followed the crisis with great interest. It is a health issue 
that concerns us all. It does not follow that because scrapie is not transmissible to humans, BSE will not 
be transmissible. New variant (nv) CJD and BSE are the same disease and in this case we are not 
protected by the idiosyncrasies of the species barrier. BSE almost certainly originated here from scrapie 
as a result of bad practices in the meat industry and it is the responsibility of both Britain and Europe to 
ensure that the agriculture industry as a whole cleans up its act - willingly. 
Without doubt the beef industry has improved and although reported BSE is falling, there is no room yet 
for complacency. If and when European controls are lifted will Europe rush to eat British meat products 
while there is the slightest doubt about their quality ? Absolutely not. British agriculture needs to 
become proactive and should be actively supporting research into means of routine testing for 
transmissible spongiform encephalopathies (which include scrapie, nvCJD and BSE), and improving 
farming practises in general so that the quality of British beef can be assured. 
So come on farmers, lead, don’t follow. I too would like to eat roast beef and Yorkshire pud again! 
FROM JEAN RUDGE, NEW STREET, DEDDINGTON 
I am writing to thank everyone who signed the petition against the proposed withdrawal of school — 
transport into Banbury for post-16 students. The Education Department has now decided to maintain 
the status quo by allowing the students the use of the spare seats on school 'buses'. However, places 
are not guaranteed, so I have forwarded the petition to Oxford, requesting that they should use some 
of the money they are about to receive from the government, for the purpose of ensuring free transport 
for post-16 students. Thanks again to all supporters on this issue, which showed a further example of 
discrimination against the rural population.

ON THE FARM 


Most of the harvest is now in - a bit like the Curate’s Egg, good in on 
parts. We still have some 80 acres of beans to cut but they will not w« using BR 
be ready for a week or so. The machinery has so far worked well with only one sae 
problem when one of the drive belts gave up on a Saturday afternoon and the local John 
Deer Agent was out of stock, so it meant a mad dash to Nottingham to get one and a 
delay of some 5 hours to get going again. When the bill came in the agent had added a 
delivery charge of £25, so | shall have a few words to say about that. We were fortunate 
that the weather came right and the grain came in to store without the need for drying. 
One worry when harvesting in dry dusty conditions is fire. Dust and chaff collect around 
the engine so | keep a constant check and wash the engine housing out every day. We 
did, however, have a bit of excitement when some dust started to burn on the exhaust 
manifold. | called my son Christopher on the CB and said | was on fire and to get the 
water tank and pump to me as soon as possible. | don't think the tanker had more than 
one wheel on the ground all the way down to the farm. When he got to me I! was bent 
over the engine with a fire extinguisher. | was promptly hit in the rear end by a high 
pressure jet of water - in all the excitement | had put my pipe in the back pocket of my 
jeans and my pocket was burning, so he put me out first and then the combine. 

Although the harvest so far has been quite good, farm prices are on a 30-year low and 
prospects are very bad. The pundits predict that they will remain so for some time to 
come. So no wonder many of my friends are selling up and retiring or letting their land 
to large farming companies. What chance will the next generation of young farmers have 
to farm in their own right? Farming has always been an asset-rich cash-poor way of life, 
with farms handed down through the generations, but once that chain has been broken 
either py the sale of the land or selling off the stock and equipment by one generation, it 
will be almost impossible for the next to start farming again.

About thirty of us took part in the guided walk down to Picts offi 
the Wood in July. Judging from reactions to this and to 
the display in the Library, the Wood has become an accepted and valued part of the parish scene. 
Our thanks to the Parish Council for their grant of £300 for updating the display over the next five 
years, and for kindly offering to obtain permanent boards to be made available for future displays, 
The trees really have taken off during this second growing season; so have a range of wild flowers. 
Less welcome are the mega thistles and dock which have been largely eliminated from much of the 
site but not the north-west section; it’s in hand. Even less welcome are the attentions of vandals 
who have cut through the fence erected by Bloxham Bridge lay-by. A Woodland Trust notice has 
been posted up asking us to report any suspicious movements. Other forms of wild life are 
summarised by our Official Damselfly Environmental Monitor. 

Finally has anyone lost a pair of nearly-new black court shoes? A pair found near the entrance will 
be passed on to a charity shop if not claimed. SYLVIE SPENCELEY 338995 
There have been other diversions this year so my visits to the Wood have been sparse. My notes 
detail four in May, only one in June and three in July. On only one of these, May 21, did I record 
seven female and two male Beautiful Damselflies. I am told by ardent dog walkers that they were 
there; it’s just that I wasn’t. I did witness two spectacular Mayfly (Ephemera Danica) hatches 
though. They emerge from full grown nymphs during the day, mate in the evening and drop their 
eggs within hours. By the next morning most will have died. 

Among birds I have seen cuckoo, kestrel, long-tailed tit, yellowhammer, tree sparrow, mallard, wood 
pigeon, mistle thrush, swift and swallow. As the trees develop, so will the bird population. I 


suspect it’s hoping too much for otters; they are are elusive, secretive and dogs will deter them.

Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley 4or September 1848: 
1st SEPTEMBER - A man named Smith came to complain that a woman with whom he had 
co-habited for the last 9 or 10 years had decamped with his watch and a few other articles

6th SEPTEMBER - Our annual flower show took place in the Castle Grounds. We did not 
appear at all - and never intended so doing - feeling that we had lost one who was most 
dear to us and was present on a like occasion last year. 
7th SEPTEMBER - | walked to the timber yard, Cawley only at work, Holloway having been 
up all night dancing and drinking | am afraid. Granted a summons against Gibbard, Petty, 
Dean and Clark for breaking into a caravan in the Market Place belonging to Henry Biddle 
and otherwise annoying and abusing him, which when served upon Gibbard and Petty they 
treated with contempt and said they should not appear - a warrant was then issued against 
all the parties. 
9th SEPTEMBER - Attended a special meeting of the Justices at the Kings Arms to hear case 
of injuring the caravan - the defendants were reprimanded. 
11th SEPTEMBER - Whilst at Adderbury | visited our ever dear Betsy's tomb and wept thereat 
- for the third time. It was with a view to arrange for putting up a memorial to her. 


28th SEPTEMBER - |. Poulton came down and he and i agreed about taking the farming land 
| am about to give up at 50/-d. per acre, no hay or straw to go off, or manure, and he is to 
lime the land properly in due course - and to farm it on the 4 course system - | reserving
